BALLARDVALE. fs. sin 
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The late semi-centennial exercises of 
the Ballardvale Union church has been 
most generously reported in your 
columns, and yet they come. ‘The fol- 
lowing ‘Minutes’ are reminiscent of 
the experience of the writer, covering 
tH vera of thirty years of the fifty in 
qwestion, and were gathered at the re- 
quest and desires of both pastor and 
people. They were to have been read at 
the last meeting, Dec. 9, Friday last, but 
owing to want of time, the crowded con- 
dition of the programme, the same was 
suspended and the writer positively de- 
clines to give it at the next centennial. I 
give it here, verbatim or as later re- 
vised. 


Mr. Chairman and Committee of Arrange- 
ments: 


I thank you for the invitation to be 
with you and to celebrate. It is timely 
aud indeed providential. 

‘The occasion for which we are here to 
celebrate is of no less interest to me 
than to any other person present, and it 
is a matter of much pride and pleasure 
to feel that I was identified in nearly all 
the departments of the church work, 
building, etc., and as the records should 
show, but as there appears many missing 
linka which I cannot supply,.it is left to 
me only, to seize upon one end of ‘The 
Lost Chord,” and follow it in detail as 
best I can, and in doing so, Mr. Chair- 
man, and friends, you will pardon me if 
I am a bit egotistic, since as it appears, 
I am mixed up with all that pertains to 
the svcial as well as the spiritual wel- 
fare of the village. 

My experience with this church takes 
date from 1870, about five years previous 
to the building of the present edifice and 
I bave but little knowledge of previous 
sixteen years. At this time, from 1870 
to 1875, it appears to me the condition 
was but little short of Desert Darkness, 
and those who remember our annual 
festival in the old “Hat Factory” hall, 
without further detail,’ will confirm 
this view... a : 

It was the dead of winter, a cold, dark, 
unfinished room about 40 by 60 feet, a 
small stove in one corner doing its best, 
three, four or five kerosene lamps (non 
oderless) lighted the scene. A rough, 
board table about 20 feet, covered and 
tastily spread, was of attractive interest, 
also being draped with an American 
flag of good dimensions but which had 
seen service before the war. 

Exercises as follow: First, singing, 
prayer, singing, address of welcome by 
the pastor and he though cool and col- 
lectéd, his audience were no less chilly. 
Then followed the entertainment, a 
Colored Minstrel Show of home talent, 
and good. The climax of the enter- 
tainment was soon reached (in the 
feasting) and the incident closed. 

I could recall many scenes and inci- 
dents in our social life both painful, 
pathetic and ludicrous, I pause only 
for one experience of our Festival 
Season. In the old School House, hall 
and on the evening of a holiday—an un- 
usual gathering expected and fears being 
felt for the safety of the building, and 
hence it was that the store of Messrs 
Greene & Woodlin was ornamented for a 
time with planks, blocks, and timbers 
that allamight be made safe. But our 
Festive seascn seemed not to be smiled 
‘upon thongh its chosen hours were ih 
honor of the Father of our Country. 
The elements raged and. would not,be 
stilled. Snow, rain, hail, sleét; skush 
and wind and fortunate was either man 
or woman who had pontoon boots or 
could get One foot upon the team (and 
the only one availabie), and the only 
means whereby to reach the hall, ex- 
cept to swim, ; 

Lifein our village at this time was 
both industrial and social, the latter to 
a degree, and in two divisions, Capt. 
Bradley’s~ mill and Parson = Green's 
ehurceh, all things must conform to one 
or the other, at one time a brass band. 
I could not say that this was an auxil- 
iary of the church. I judged not how- 
ever, hearing from the mouth of a mem- 
ber a fearful oath, when.mounting the 
steps at the Wilmington church, where 
he had been invited to play. We were 
to have no money for playing (for the 
best of reasons) but a supper, and a bad 
bargain at that for the chureh people. 
It must then belong to the Mil! division, 
since the generous kindness of Capt. 
Bradley was most in evidence. Free 
hall and light and often other financial 
aids. A beautiful and costly band stand 
was erected and strange to say after all 
they would not play on it. Here was 
most gross ingratitude upon which I may 
speak later. But trouble was brewing. 
Soon there was a strike, a lock out, the 
end. It was an organization of some 
merit. It was the one light of the 
village, an oasis in the desert land It 
was a curiosity to some, a delight to 
many, the pride and pleasure of the few. 

I am pleased to learn that many if not 
most of the members still live. But 
soon, soon must al! appear at the portals 
but to pass St. Peter it may be found 
necessary that their “‘harps’’ shall bear 
-the “Union label.” 

I had said that having cast in my lot, 
I resolved to become a good citizen in 
all things pertaining to the welfare of 
the village, and first the needs of church 
improvement which was sadly apparent. 
But yet confronted with that old text, 
“Faith without work,’ I resolved to 
prove my faith by my works and my 
faith was that God would approve the 
plan and the enterprise and that we 
should prosper. First, funds were 
needed, Liberal subscriptions were 
proffered. A house to house canvass 
was undertaken, and successful, and 
soon funds were in sight and house 
erected in 1X74. Our good friends, (of 
the same faith and order), remained 
true and the work went on and nearing 
completion, the dedication planned. 

The inside furnishings in™“place, our 
leader, Mr. John Morison, chairman of 
the committee, announced all ready ex- 
cept a pulpit. Something must be im. 
provised at once. This was immediately 
undertaken by a friend and when nearly 
ready, one was unearthed in the attic of 
the Ola South church, This was had 
and the dedication at once took place. 
Then all went well for atime under the 
guidance of good old “Parson Green,” 
but soon “be was not,” for ‘God took 
him.” But lights came from the North, 
South; the East and the West, on ex- 
change, on trial, or probation, etc., for a 
turn of years, and each succeeding one 
thought by some to be “the best ever 
heard inthe Vale,” but at last the best 
came in the person of your late lamented 
pastor, Rev. Edwin Smith, and he, too 
soon, called home; sadness and gloom 
everywhere prevailed until—_a__kind 
brother meets your every want in the 
person of your present pastor, Rev. 
Agustus H. Fuller. Thus I have passed 


eS, 


hastily over the history of our chureh. 
Many sad events have come to our Ict by 
mysterious providences. Af ope time 
most painful discontent prevailed. All 
Christian virtues seemingly were held in 
suspense, but now, Peace, Joy, Good- 
will and Fellowship prevail, and in the 
strength of a hopeful union, prosperity 
is assured, notwithstanding the most 
discouraging business prospects, but 
which may yet and soon be over-ruled 
for good. 

Mr. Chairman: I have so far spoken 
church; the structure is complete; its 
spire points to the home of many of its 
founders—surmounted as it is with vane 
and cardinals it points especially to one 
whose benevolence (joined to that of an- 
other), secured its position there. And 
here we would notice briefly other 
equipments, furnishings, etc. 

The old bell has a unique history, 
which cannot be related here. Its cathe- 
dral‘tones pealed out on the morning air 
to welcome me, as I came over the way 
to this place on Sabbath morning last. 
Coupled with this history is that of the 
chandelier (now not visible) I regret has 
taken dark room above near its com- 
panion, and will no longer shed light on 
its own bistory. And the old organ has 
gone below, though sufficiently conse- 
crated we thought to go higher, having 
voiced for so many years the spirit of 
“Sabbath,” “Old Hundred,” “Corona- 
tion,” “Duke Street,’ “Antioch,” ‘Ar- 
iel,’” “Hamburg” and “Belerma,” etc., 
and last but not least, “America” and 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Of our choir members I have naught 
but gratitude for their constant aid and 
sacritices. I would revere their memo- 
ries, their voices— many are forever 
hushed here, but let us hope they have 
joined the celestial above. 

And now, Mr. Chairman and Frienas: 
I would ask your indulgence for a mo- 
ment on a personal matter—and I beg 
your forbearance. It was known to 
most of you, and as above stated, that I 
identified myself in all the ways of 
progress here from my earliest days. I 
was imbued with spirit of song—it was 
my chief~accomplishment and my~de- 
light. My time, money etc., was freely 
used for secular, no less than for sacred 
services. Special effort was made to im- 
prove and maintain the song service for 
Sabbath worship. To this church I gave 
the best that I had—twenty-five years of 
constant service — without money and 
without price: 

And now, my friends, while continuing 
in the enjoyment of the favors and bless- 
ings of an enlightened estate, let us be 
grateful, and let us not forget those who 
have borne the burden and heat of the 
day; have ploughed the ground, tilled 
the soil, that you may enjoy the fruits of 
their labors. Let us keep green their 
memories, trusting that it ‘‘May be 
counted unto them for righteousness,” 
and finally, brethren, ‘‘whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are pure, 
honest, just, lovely and of good report, 
and if there be any praise; think on 
these things.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF GYPSY MOTH 
COMMITTEE, 


The annual report of the gypsy 
moth committee of the state board of 
agriculture was. submitted to the board 
at its Business meeting ‘at South Fram- 
ingham last week, ‘and ‘was adopted 
as the report of the»board to the legis- 
lature, . 


It’ opens by saying that since the 
stopping of appropriationy in,.1900 the 
work of the committee has been coii- 
fined tO observing ahd recording the 
increase of the moth, Informing, local 
authorities of the appearance of new 
colonies and advising citizens concern- 
ing the best means of combatting out 
breaks of the gypsy anda brown-tail 
meths. This work has grown to con- 
siderable dimensions. Attention’ is 
called to the article on the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths in the July crop re- 
port of the board. 


Taking up the condtion of the va- 
rious infested cities and towns tie 
committee says that owing to the 
careful examination made in the last 
two years of the work, and to the re- 
cent very thorough Inspection of tne 
whole territory by Prof. C. L. Mariait 
of the U. 8. department of agriculture 
and A. H. Kirkland, M. S., a local en- 
tomologist, which has been placed at 
their disposal, a reliable statement as 
to the condition of the cities and tows 
in 1899 and 1904 can be made This fol- 
lows at length showing in every case 


an alarming and remarkable increase 


of infestation and damage. 


On the parastie question the report 
is somewhat non-committal, but the 
committee considers it highly desir- 
able that an investigation of the gypsy 
moth in Europe should be made, par- 
ticularly with reference to parasites. 

Taking up the question of damage 
from the gypsy moth the past season 
as against that at the close of the 
work the committee says that instead 
of minor damage here and there 
have reports of the destruction cf 
shade trees, orchards, gardens and 
shrubbery over a large part of the in- 
fested region. The weak woodland col- 
onies have increased by 
bounds.

Prof. Marlatt says in his re- 
port: ‘‘During the years 1903-1904 the 
gypsy moth has made extraordinary 
progress and defoliation or stripping 
was found which I had never seen be- 
fore in the gypsy moth region and un- 
doubtedly many times greater than in 
the worst of the earlier years of gypsy 
moth damage.” : 


In closing the committee says: ‘fn 
view of the alarming conditions above 
reported....with the certainty of im-

| insect, your committee believes that

taken looking to the control of this 
pest.”” 
The committee further states that 


it believes extermination was _ poss!l- 
ble at the time the work ceased, but 
that it is no longer so. The best that 
can be hoped for is control. They re- 
commend that national aid should be 
sought, and also that the state make 
a large appropriation, extending over 
a number of years, with a minimum 


and maximum amount to be expended 


in any one year, work to be done 
against the ingecet at all times and in 
all forms. The committee further re- 
commends that the work be placed 1m 
the hands of a paid commision, the 
members of which can devote their er- 
tire time to the work. At the close of 
the work the members of the commit- 
tee were giving from twenty to fifty 
days each yearly to the work without 
compensation, a burden too great for. 
the state to place on its unpaid ser- 
vants. Municipalities and citizens now 
engaged in fighting the moth are re- 
commended to continue their work 
pending state or national aid.

A HOUSE AUTOMOBILE. 


Comprising Parlor, Dining-Room and 
Sleeping- Rooms and Kitchen. 


An ingenious house automobile is on 
exhibition in Paris. As described by 
L’Automobile the space utilized for the 
living apartments: in this travelling 
house covers a surface of 11.3x5.25 feet, 
“were we not acquainted with the act.

that the area was still greater, so much 
room is there left to move about in 
outside of the numerous pieces of fuh- 
niture.” 

In the front part of the carriage is a 
space measuring 6.5 feet in length and 
5.25 in width, in which are feur arm 
chairs mounted upon slides, which 
makes them convertable into couches, 
provided with bedding, besides a table 
mounted upon a forged iron frame, the 
very ingenious design of which per- 
mits of. folding it up so compactly that 
it is but 4 inches’ thick. Thus it com-=- 
prised a parlor, a dining-room and a 
bedroom. In the hind part is a smoali 
box for shoes, lockers for civthirg, 
four drawers for silverplate and other 
objects, and a smal] kitchen with 
special ventilation, closed by swinging 
doors. The lining of this kitchen is o? 
opaline, and an opaline shelf eentinu- 
ing above the lady's locker serves for 
holding dessert. A closet with a solid 
door, for provisions, completes thi- 
compartment. Opposite the visiter 
will finda piece of-furniture consisting 
of a combined toilet-table with three 
hinged mirrors, a swinging wash- 
stand with a mirror at the back, hot 
and cold water faucets, a linen closet 
with bevelled glass doors, and, for or- 
dinary use. a pivoting nickel basin with 
hot and cold water faucets. This part 
of the carrigae is isolated fram _ the 
front part by folding doors. 

Two lamps suspended from the ceil- 
ine light the parlor, a lamp suspended 
by a flexable wire lights the hitchen, 
and a lamp with a metallic <:eflector 
illuminates the toilet-room.

Official figures for the attendance at 
the world’s fair, made public Dec. 5,

you cannot disobey and appeal. 

As to punishments for disobedience,

The Yankee supper proved a success, 
and the night was restful, and the dele- 
gation from our house to the Pilgrim 
ehurch declared the services unusually 
helpful, and the little visit from the 
preacher will not soon be forgotten by 
the children, who claimed for the first 
time relationship with the minister! 

The days passed all too qnickly. Only 
one more could be spared to untangle 
the mixing of the villages in the Pike, 
and see but a few of the wondrous sights 
from all the kingdoms of the world and 
the glory of them. .The Eskimos we 
settled in their own hats easily, though 
we could not imagine bow they ever 
gathered such stores of nice soft skins 
and furs as were piled high in their ex- 
hibit tent. One little baby girl of a 
year, in ber mother’s arms, showed a 
very wholesome use of the softest and 
whitest of them, so closely enveloping 
her tiny figure, tnat cold day, we could 
only see theo pretty, smiling face and 
bright eyes, which the mother proudly 
exhibited.

Legislative. 


Congress In Session Again. > 

The’ Fifty-eighth congress _reas- 
sembied in the capitol at. Washington, 
Dec. 5, a8 required by law and with 
the customary scenes and observances. 
There was no

of members of 
opposing parties 
that the presi- 
dential campaign 
had left serious 
embitterments.

_Aid For Philippines First. 

Speaker Cannon. has voiced the quite 
general. opinion of the majority in the 
house that the Philippine :government 
measure on the lines of Secretary 
Taft's tariff recommendation is one of 
the first duties of this session. The 
speaker is firmly opposed to the extra 
session plan. 


Senator Crane. 


Anticampaign Fund Bills. : 

Fulfilling bis promise made during 
the campaign, Representative Cockran 
of New York on the first of the session 
introduced two bills bearing on the 
question of campaign funds. One cre- 
ates a commission to find out the sums 
spent by the leading parties in all the 
campaigns from 1892. The other re- 
quires the maker of a campaign con- 
tribution of $50 or more to report the 
fact to the federal court of his dis 
trict. It also requires the cqmmittee 
to notify the court when and how it 
spends the maney. 


Reduced Representation Bill. 

A bill to reduce representation. in 
congress and in the electoral college 
for any state which curtails the elec- 
tive franchise was introduced in the 
senate by, Mr, Plattvof ‘New York. It 


oe proposes. to cut down the representa- 


tion in Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas and Virginia. 8 


Presidential Appointments. 
A batch of 1,500 presidential nomi- 
nations for federal office was transmit- 


ted to the senate, headed by the four? 


members of the cabinet named during 
the recess—Moody, Wynne, Morton and 
Metcalf. Important postal nominations 
were W. R. Willcox for New York, A. 
R. Gill for St. Paul and John A. Mer- 
ritt for Washington. The list also in- 
cluded the hold over nomination of Dr. 
Crum, the negro, as collector of 
Charleston and A. R. Gunnison as 
judge for the First division of Alaska.

Massachusetts Local Elections. 
Elections were held Dee. 6 in thir- 
teen of the thirty-three cities of Mas- 
sachusetts, the result being generally 
favorable to the Republican candidates 
and unfavorable to the Luce caucus 
lay. At Brockton the Socialist candi- 
date for mayor was defeated by the 
Republican by fifty-three votes. 


Cortelyou to Stay Chairrnan. 

It is reported informally at Wash- 
ington that when Mr. Cortelyou be- 
comes postmaster general he will con- 
tinue to serve as chairman of the Re 
publican national committee, while the 
active duties will fall to Mr. New of 
Indiana. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Gambler Canfield Bows to Law. 

New York's fighting district attor- 
ney, William T. Jerome, at last has tri- 
umphed over all legal obstacles em- 
ployed to circumvent the law in the 
case of the notorious Richard Canfield, 
who for years operated extensive gam- 
bling houses at New York and Sarato- 
ga in open defiance of the law. Both 
Canfield and his manager, Bucklin, ap- 
peared before Judge Cowing Dec. 7 
and pleaded guilty to the charge of be- 
ing common gamblers. By so doing 
they took advantage of a court prece- 
dent which relieved them from a fail 
sentence, a fine of $1,000 each being 
imposed, the limit of the law. The real 
motive behind this action of Canfield’s 
was understood to be the protection of 
Reginald Vanderbilt, Jesse Lewisohn 
and other wealthy patrons, who other- 
wise might have been forced under the 
recent court ruling to testify about 
their gambling operations. 


Vermont to Hang Woman. 

The Vermont house of representa- 
tives Dec. 7 voted down by a large ma- 
jority the bill commuting to life im- 
prisonment the death sentence passed 
upon Mrs. Mary M. Rogers, which is 
to take effect on the first Friday in 


‘States and assented 


February. She is the woman who was 
convicted of chloroforming and drown- 
ing her husband, with the assistance 
of ber paramour, who is now serving 
a life sentence. The bill had been fa- 
vorably reported. In advocating the 
bill Representative Wait said, “The 
woman may be degraded, but let us 
not sacrifice her life for the execution 
of a barbarous law.” 


Montana to Figké a Trust. 

Adjutant General Donovan of Mon- 
tana has begun proceedings in the state 
Supreme court against the Internation- 
al Harvester company on the ground 
that it violates the state antitrust laws. 
A temporary restraining order was is- 
sued to prevent this company from do- 
ing business in Montana. 


More Election Officers Jailed. 

Six more election officers have been 
sentenced to jail at Denver by the su- 
Ppreme court for disregarding its in- 
junction at the recent election. Fines 
were also imposed on some of them. 
The grand jury has been charged to 
make investigation of all election irreg- 
ularities. 


New Trial For Powers.

Sides $48,000 in cash, Receiver Pepper 
of the Bay State Gas company settled 
that particular suit.and has now turn- 
ed his attention to Thomas W. Lawson 
of Boston, who was associated with 
Addicks in the war with Standard Oil. 
Mr. Lawson is charged with holding 
bonds owned by the Bay State compa- 
ny and valued at over $300,000. The re- 
ceiver says that Mr. Lawson's ‘“Fren- 
zied Finance” articles “were written as 
defense to charges which the writer 
must have known were coming.” 


Concessions to Panama. 
, AN executive order s 
-by Seeretary of War Taft at Panama 
Dec. 4 for the president of the United: 
o by President 
Amador of Panama in a formal letter. 
brought the.guyestions’at issue between 
the two countries to a friendly settle- 
ment. The principal feature of the or- 
der is that no trade for the canal zone 
or the republic of Panama shall enter 
the ports established by the United 
States except supplies for the construc- 
tion of the canal and articles in trans- 
it. That means that the customs. of 
these American ports will be turned 
over to the government of Panama. 
Panama, on the other hand, agrees to 
reduce -her tariff from 15 per cent ad 
valorem to 10 per cent on all goods ex- 
cept wines, liquors, alcohol and opium. 
Consular fees and port charges are 
also to be reduced. Absolute free trade 
is to apply between the canal zone and 
the republic of Panama. As to sanita- 
tion and quarantine the United States 
is to control the harbors of Colon and 
Panama. Panama is to reduce her rate 
of postage to 2 cents and furnish the 
same at 40 per cent of their face value 
to the zone authorities. The entire 
agreement ia conditioned on Panama’s 
putting into effect the gold standard 
according to the currency agreement 
of June 20. 


Supervision of Trust Companies. 

The anntal report of Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw indicates a probable 
deficit of $18,000,000 next year. Refer- 
ring to the tremendous growth of the 
trust companies in all the large cities 
the secretary recommends that they be 
brought under federal supervision on 
somewhat similar lines to that of the 
national banks. The deficit at the end 
of the last fiscal year was $41,770,571. 
The estimated expenses of the govern- 
ment for the next fiscal year are $619,- 
669,852, a3 against $614,548,937 for the 
current year. The expense of govern- 
ment will be a little over $8 per capita.

Immigrants Past and Present. 
Commissioner General of Immigra- 
tion Sargent reports that during the 
year 812,870 aliens arrived in the 
United States, of whom 549,100 were 
males and 263,770 females. This is a 
decline of 44,176. More than 47,000 
foreigners were turned back for vari- 
ous reasons. The total amount of 
money shown to officers by the 812,000 
aliens was $20,894,383, or $4,776,870 
more than was brought by the 857,946 
arrivals of last year. Twenty per cent of 
the inmates of the penal servitude and 
charitable institutions of New York 
state are aliens, 24 per cent in Massa- 
chusetts, 19 per cent in Illinois, 42 per 
cent in Montana, 14 per cent in Wis- 
consin and 31 per cent in North and 
South Dakota. Of the total not much 
less than half, or 20,485, are insane, 
while the criminals number 9,825.

A Russian Constitution. ” 

The ezar has: directed the council of 
the empire'and the council of the min- 
isters to consider the recent memorial 
forniulated by the zemstvo conference 
looking toward a répresentative form 
of government.s From the same semi- 
official source it is learned that he has 
approved some of the reforms pro- 
posed. In the meantime the revolution- 
ary organizations have promulgated 
thelr idea of a constitution and have 
circulated it throughout Russia. It is 
molded partly upon the American and 
partly upon the British systems.

LAWRENCE WOMAN’S CLUB EN- 
TERTAINED BY MRS. EATON. 


The Lawrence. Woman’s 


club met 
with Mrs. F. H. Eaton, on Saunders 
street, Tuesday afternoon. The first 


thing on the program was music py 
Miss Dowse, of Boston, who rendered 
on the hatp very acceptably, a French 
bit of melody, an air composed by Ru- 
binstein, and “La Coquette," by Ober- 
thur. The last was true to its title, 
with gay bits of melody that yet ended 
with a question; its graver, more seri- 
ous phrases, returning to the mocking 
raillery, and closing with a ripple of 
laughter. After the reading of the min- 
utes, Miss Dowse again played, ren- 
corte a Fantasie and an Ave, Ma- 
rie, . 

The president, Miss Sweet, then m- 
troduced the chairman of the class in 
Household Econemics, Mrs. George L. 
Selden, as this class provided the en- 
tertainment for the afternoon. Mrs. 
Selden said that the Federation hac 
requested all clubs to devote at least 
one meeting to the consideration o7 
the public schools, and so she had in- 
vited Mr. Broadhead of Boston, to 
speak on the subject of manual train- 
ing in the schools. This branch is not 
familiar to Lawrence people, except in 
the High school. Mr. Broadhead said 
that the time of apology for the exist- 
ence of manual training had passed 
and it now has a strong claim to edu- 
caticnal respect. It appeals to children, 
because they feel that they are work- 
ing fora definite, concrete personalend. 
Of the scholars who start out in the 
pursuit of learning, about one per cent 
enter the ranks of the medical profes- 
sion one per cent the legai: five per 
cent go into business, while the re- 
maining ninety-three per cent are hand 
workers in some form or other. This 
would seem to indicate the importance 
of training the young brains and iin- 
gers in dexterity, early in life. 

As only about one-twelfth of our pu- 
pils reach the High school, it would 


seem that an influence for 
good = along these lines should 
be brought to bear in the 


lower grades. Every child should have 
learned ‘to use his hands in work be- 
fore he reaches the age of eighteen. 

It was gratifying to: learn that at 
St. Louis, no manual training exhibit 
had more variety and breadth than 
that Of “Boston, ~ ‘Work begins” in “the 
fourth grade, with pupils perhaps eight 
years old. They are taught to make 
cardboard into various articles, to 
punch holes and to tie a square knct. 
Next, paste is introduced and the 
range of work widened. Third comes 
what is known as “inventional work.” 
In the fourth stage, they are allowed 
to use raffia, rattan and reeds; to make 
baskets, and ornament’ them, etc. 
“Sub-normal” children are separated 
from the others and a special teachcr 
is employed to spend most of her time 
in trying, by different games and 
kinds of work, to ascertain what will 
bring the child along thé best. 

The material for manual training 
costs very little up to the seventh 
grade. Three dollars and a half will 
furnish cardboard and twine enough 
for a class of thirty, for a year, Ten 
dollars will provide the equipment for 
an entire class, while if you wish to 
equip a room in the higher grades, 
from four to eight hundred dollars will 
be required. In the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades, the cost is about one 
dollar per pupil, while the ieacher is 
paid six hindred dollars per annum. 

Two hours per week is given to the 
work which is wholly among the boys. 
The girls are learning go sew, while 
their brothers are employed in-. this 


pretty h diwork, It would seem .as if 
“some envious glances might be cast 
from tHe ferninine side of the room. 


For the little ones, tee two hours ure 
divided, one hour being -given twice 
a week, but in the older-classes this 
is not necessary. * aoa ae

The Filipino soldiers gave us “a fine 
exhibition of their skill in a drill which 
lacked neither precision of movement, 
or tinely fitting uniforms, or excellent 
music, to make it an honor to themseives 
and to our country’s training. ‘The un- 
civilized natives in their close-fitting 
bronze attire, though fashioneu mostly 
by higher than human tailors, was not 
unbecoming, or immodest. 

That last day was not long enough tor 
half that we wished but “the Fuir’’ was 
not the principal object of our visit. 
‘That had been attained. 

In the Building of Varied Arts and 
Manufactures I enjoyed very much the 
Butter Statues! A group of life size, or 
of colossal height, of great men, including 
Abraham Lincoln, Roosevelt, and many 
others, looked down upon us from their 
glass enclosure and cold air protection 
as calmly and as grandly as though no 
melting mood could ever. touch them. 
It was difficult to believe that our 
Roosevelt, whose re-election had just 
been proclaimed, could stand there so 
tirmly and finely poised that you could 
almost see his clear eyes blink a little, 
under his glasses, and almost hear him 
say, “This rock shaH fly as soon as I.” 
I disliked to leave him there, so cold, as 
he stood erect and grand,in his. own 
magnificent character; but he had good 
company, and Lincoln and McKinley and 
others, we hope will take long journeys 
through the country, as did the butter 
images from the ’76 exposition.
